Sick Senate Needs A Shot 


The Santa Ana College Senate is not 
yet one year old and it is already beset by 
growing pains that might kill it. 


ASSAC President Dave Whitney has 
even gone so far as to suggest that the 
legislative body be replaced by a 25 mem- 
ber council. Whitney calls his proposal a 
compromise between the concept of gett- 
ing more people involved in Student Gov- 
ernment and the fact that too many bodies 


on a raft tends to sink it. 


“Presently we have 45 constitutional 
officers,” stated Whitney. “Under my plan 
we would have 30 which would still be 
twice as many as the 15 under the old con- 


stitution.” 


Perhaps the biggest detriment to 
Whitney’s plan is the manner in which he 
proposes to bring it into effect. According 
to the President he will give the triparte 
system one more election. He then plans 
to ask the new Senate to dissolve itself. 


EL DON feels it would be ridiculous 
to present such a sweeping plan in such a 
matter. Simple human nature should tell 
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us that any body is going to be very hesi- 
tant about voting its own ruin. 

Other questions have been raised as 
to the merits of destroying the triparte 
form of government. Vice-President Ran- 
dy Beaton, who is the President of the 
Senate, feels that to destroy the Senate is 
to destroy the check and balance system. 
“I will fight any attempt to kill the Sen- 
ate,”’ he announced. 

EL DON goes along with Whitney 
when he points out that the unopposed 
election of the 21 Senators, the resignation 
of nine, and the inactivity of many others 
suggests that a change is needed. How- 
ever we must also concur with Beaton 
that seven oppointments on a 25 member 
council would greatly increase President- 
ial power while completely destroying the 
idea of the triparte government. 

EL DON suggests that an election be 
held to reduce the number of senators to 
15. This would increase the effectiveness 
of the body, reduce the number of consti- 
tutional offices, and still stay within the 
intend of the constitution.

In Corona del Mar Wreck

in a series of articles on the fas- 
cinating history of Santa Ana 
College commemorating the col- 
lege’s 50th anniversary.) 


Anti-surf fans: take heed. A 
surfboard was once used in a 
rescue operation performed by a 
Santa Ana College student. 

Ralph Dawson, a 19-year-old 
sophomore, drove his surfboard 
through a 65 mile-an-hour gale 
and 20-foot waves Sept. 24, 1939. 
Dawson rescued four persons 
aboard the “Jolly Tom,” involved 
in an accident off the jetty at 
Corona del Mar. 

AMAZED CAMPUS 


Ernest Crozier Phillips, SAC 
drama and public speaking in- 
structor for whom Phillips Hall is 
named, revealed that year “to an 
amazed campus” that he had been 
a student of the famed Polish 
actress Madame Modjeska. 


El Don’s “Fiesta Magazine,” 
“a special magazine ... to help 
carry out the spirit of the 
Fiesta,” was acclaimed Dec. 8 as 
being the “only college journal 
of its kind in the world.” 


Harold A. Moomaw, SAC 


engineering instructor, announc- 
ed in May, 1940, the completion 
of his 50-lesson drafting: book, 
“Instrumental Drawing for Wo- 
men.” 

El Don concluded its spring 
semester that year with an edi- 
torial stating that there was “no 
end to the war in sight until the 
new college housing program is 
successfully completed.” 

SAC’s students had tried un- 
successfully to push a bond issue 
which would provide her with a 
new campus. : 

SAC was “probably the only 
JC in the state or nation to 
broadcast regularly during noon 
hours . . . using its public address 
system for entertaining and in- 
formative purposes” in Septem- 
ber, 1940. 

RAT - TRAP 

Ed Ainsworth of the Los An- 
geles Times, was quoted in No- 
vember as stating that SAC had 
“the most deplorable pile of junk 
for a junior college of any city 
in Southern California,” and was 
“seattered in rat-trap structures 
up and down back alleys and side 
streets all over town.” 

After 25 years of teaching and 
counseling at SAC, Mrs. Eleanor 
Northcross retired in June, 1941. 


Bright Future Seen 
For Educational TV

Charles B. Klasek, director of 
Santa Ana Unified School Dis- 
trict’s Instructional Television, 
envisions a bright future for edu- 
cational TV. “Possibilities are un- 
limited and new vistas are open- 
ing every day,” he said. 

Preparations are now being 
made to televise the two. winning 
plays in the recent script writing 
contest sponsored by Santa Ana 
College for Orange County. 

FIRST EXPERIMENT 


“Producing plays is our first 
experiment. It should be of great 
benefit to the drama students to 
learn how to act in front of the 
television lens instead of an aud- 
ience. 

“We have found in interview- 
ing teachers for TV instruction 
that they may be competely at 
ease in the class room, but when 
faced with a single television 
lens, they freeze, and are at com- 
plete loss. It is important to have 
television experience to express 
a message intelligently. 


LIMITED MOVEMENTS 


“Movements are limited, speech 
and tonal qualities are emphasiz- 
ed, and facial expressions are 
more evident than on the stage,” 
Klasek explained. 


Jack Ryder’s play entitled “All 
The Rest Ran Away,” and Mrs. 
Fern Coleman’s script, “It’s 
Sooner Than You Think,” are 
the plays to be televised. Partici- 
pants in the plays will come from 
SAC’s drama classes. They will 
be shown in Phillips Hall May 21- 
22, 

SPECIAL CLASSES 


The field of special classes for 
the mentally retarded, deaf, or 
physically handicapped children 
is on the agenda for future con- 
sideration. Telecasts are designed 
to supplement classroom instruc- 
tion, and fot to replace the 
teachers. 


Raymond Burr, star of the 
Perry Mason television show, is 
donating his film, ‘Respect For 
The Law,” for SAC’s ‘Law day,” 
scheduled for April 30. 


Negotiations are also under 
way to lease Walt Disney’s nature 
series for special programs. 


“Vanishing Prairies,” and “Se- 
crets of Life,’”’ were two of the 
films mentioned. 


RAINY DAY 

“Rainy Day films” are espec- 
ially helpful for the teachers dur- 
ing the noon hour, and have been 
shown quite frequently lately, ac- 
cording to Klasek. 

Four teachers and an art con- 
sultant are maintained full time 
for teaching on TV. They repre- 
sent 50 years of experience. ‘ 


Studio teachers include Chair- 
man Mildred Borton, who teach- 
es languages and art; Henry 
Aquilera, seventh grade Spanish; 
and Gladys Davis, fifth grade 
social studies. Miss Davis also 
supplies many of the historical 
pictures used in the lectures. 
Donna Matson teaches science for 
the third and fourth grades, and 
Polly Gratner is an art consult- 
ant, from the third to sixth 
grade. 


ITV is located in the former 
Elementary Lincoln School on 
French Street in Santa Ana. 
“Our eight-hour day usually 
ends up as a 14-hour day,” con- 
cluded Klasek.
